Goole  is  the  most  inland  East  Coast  Port,  being  situated 
on  a navigable  river  fifty  miles  distant  from  the  sea.  Accord- 
ing to  the  latest  available  figures  compiled  by  the  Board  of 
Trade,  Goole’s  position  was  the  fourteenth  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  year  1935  arrived  at  by  the  values  of  imports 
and  exports.  Although  Goole  suffered  with  other  ports  from 
the  recent  depression  later  returns  point  to  an  improvement 
in  trade  and  general  business  conditions.  The  chief 
occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  directly  or  indirectly  con- 
nected with  shipping.  In  addition  to  the  port  and  docks 
there  is  a shipbuilding  yard  and  a repair  yard.  The  principal 
industries  are  chemical  and  tillage  works,  timber  yard,  flour 
mills,  &c.,  and  Goole  is  the  centre  of  an  important  agricultural 
district.

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The  decrease  in  population  may  be  explained  by  the  fact 
that  a considerable  number  of  Goole  people — in  common  with 
the  prevailing  tendency — have  removed  to  new  houses  which 
have  been  built  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  just  outside  the 
Borough  boundary  and  situated  in  the  Rural  district.  These 
people,  whose  employment  and  interests  are  largely  in  the 
borough  enjoy  all  the  amenities  of  the  town  but  do  not  con- 
tribute their  proportion  to  its  rates  although  in  some  instances 
living  only  on  the  other  side  of  the  street  and  so  present  a 
prima  facie  case  for  an  extension  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
borough.  There  are  119  new  houses  in  Rawcliffe  Road, 
Airmyn,  Westbourne  Grove,  etc.,  and  if  the  occupants  of  these 
were  added  to  the  population  of  Goole  it  would  show  an 
increase  instead  of  a decrease.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  1936 

I beg  to  present  a report  upon  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Inspectorial  Staff  during  the  year,  1936.  Because  of  the 
many  and  varied  duties  now  imposed  upon  all  Health  Officials 
the  year  has  been  a busy  and  interesting  one.  One  of  the 
most  important  tasks  of  the  year,  in  common  with  all  other 
towns,  was  a survey  with  a view  to  ascertaining  which 
dwelling-houses  within  the  district  were  overcrowded,  a full 
report  of  which  is  given  elsewhere.  Much  time  has  been 
devoted  to  implementing  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  and 
re-conditioning  programme  and  also  to  the  sampling  of  milk 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis.  Food 
premises,  especially  Fried  Fish  Shops,  have  received  as  much 
attention  as  other  duties  would  allow,  and  the  inspection  of 
meat  at  the  Abattoir  has  been  carried  out  with  regular  thor- 
oughness. Mr.  Bernard  Shaw  was  appointed  by  the  Council 
as  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  and  began  duty  on  the  1st 
October.  This  enables  me  to  devote  time  to  matters  which 
were  previously  not  receiving  the  attention  which  their 
importance  merits.  The  following  Acts  which  have  to  be 
administered  by  your  inspectors,  have  now  become  law  : — 

(a)  The  Shops  Act,  1936,  which  comes  into  operation  on 
1st  January,  1937,  makes  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts, 
1912  to  1934  applicable  to  certain  libraries. 

(b)  The  Petroleum  (Transfer  of  Licenses)  Act,  1936, 
which  permits  the  transfer  of  licenses  from  one  person  to 
another  at  a small  fee  (previously  a new  license  at  the  full 
fee  was  insisted  upon)  came  into  force  14th  July,  1936. 

(c)  The  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restrictions)  Act,  1936, 
comes  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1937,  and  provides  for  the 
closing  of  shops  on  Sundays,  with  certain  exemptions. 

(d)  The  Housing  Act,  1936,  comes  into  operation  on  1st 
January,  1937,  and  consolidates  all  previous  Housing  Acts, 
excepting  for  a few  Sections  chiefly  relating  to  financial 
matters. 

(e)  The  Retail  Meat  Dealers  (Sunday  Closing)  Act, 
1936,  comes  into  operation  1st  January,  1937,  and  prohibits 
with  certain  exemptions  for  Jews,  the  sale  of  meat  by  retail 
on  Sundays. 

(f)  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  comes  into  operation  on 
1st  October,  1937,  and  may  be  regarded  as  the  most  important 
piece  of  legislation  since  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933, 
consolidating  and  amending  many  of  the  provisions  of  former 
Public  Health  Acts. 

I wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  other  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  who  have  helped  me  at  various  times.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  houses  owned  by  the  Local  Authority  have  been  found 
bug  infested.  69  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  town  have 
been  found  to  be  infested  and  the  following  steps  have  been 
taken  in  an  attempt  to  disinfest.  A letter  is  first  sent  to  the 
occupier  explaining  the  life  history  and  habits  of  the  bed  bug 
and  asking  him  to  strip  all  paper  from  walls  and  ceilings  and 
then  to  thoroughly  cleanse  all  floors,  walls,  ceilings,  stairs, 

furniture  and  fittings  with  soap  and  hot  water  to  which  par- 
affin has  been  added,  special  care  being  taken  to  get  into  all 
cracks  and  crevices,  afterwards  rubbing  paraffin  well  into  all 
joints  of  beds,  etc.  It  is  advised  that  the  backs  should  be 
taken  from  all  pictures,  the  frames  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
re-backed.  Paraffin,  soap  and  disinfectant  are  supplied  free 
in  necessitous  cases  and  a spray  is  loaned  for  the  spraying  of 
corners  inaccessible  to  a scrubbing  brush.  By  this  method  a 
valuable  lesson  in  self  help  is  taught  and  while  it  has  not  yet 
been  proved  that  simple  cleanliness  and  perseverance  will  rid 
a house  of  bugs,  many  badly  infested  houses  have  been 
improved  out  of  recognition.  The  methods  adopted  when 
transferring  tenants  from  condemned  houses  to  Council 
houses  is  given  under  Housing. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

11  visits  have  been  made  to  the  four  Common  Lodging 
houses  in  the  Borough.  They  are  kept  in  a clean  condition 
and  well  managed. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  Borough. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. 

No  Rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the  District  and  no 
samples  have  been  taken. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Complaints  of  infestation  are  investigated,  advice  on 
proper  methods  of  eradication  given  and  poison  supplied  free 
in  suitable  cases.  In  the  case  of  structural  defects  notices 
requiring  remedial  works  are  served  on  the  person  concerned. 
National  Rat  Week  was  observed  on  much  the  same  lines  as  in 
former  years.  As  a direct  result  of  the  propaganda  a large 
number  of  complaints  were  received  at  the  office,  rat  infesta- 
tion being  reported  at  premises  such  as  dock  warehouses, 
butchers’  shops,  fried  fish  shops,  flour  mills,  stables, 
allotments,  dwelling-houses,  etc. 

Infestations  were  chiefly  of  an  external  nature  arising 
from  open  water  courses,  railway  sidings,  etc.,  and  in  those 
cases  red  squill  rat  biscuits  were  provided  free  of  charge  to 
the  complainants.  A 14  lb.  tin  of  baits  was  distributed  during 
the  period  25th  October  to  14th  November,  1936.  The  results 
obtained  from  the  use  of  such  baits  are  doubtful,  some  com- 
plainants reporting  all  baits  taken,  others  none. 

In  nine  instances  infestation  due  to  defective  drains  was 
suspected  and  examinations  of  public  footways,  passages  and 
yards  by  Corporation  workmen  and  Owners’  contractors 
resulted  in  five  drainage  defects  being  discovered  ; in  two 
cases  the  burrows  were  lost  by  workmen  in  the  absence  of  the 
Inspector  and  in  the  remaining  two  cases  further  examina- 
tions have  still  to  be  made. 

55  visits  to  infested  premises  were  made  as  a result  of 
complaints  and  examinations.  In  all  cases  occupiers  were 
advised  as  to  methods  of  destruction,  proofing  and  prevention 
of  infestation. 

In  all,  87  complaints  of  infestation  have  been  received 
and  investigated  during  the  year.

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SWIMMING  BATHS.  ^ 

On  Tuesday,  the  13th  October,  1936,  Goole  was  honoured 
by  the  presence  of  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Kingsley  Wood, 
M.P.,  the  Minister  of  Health  to  open  the  New  Municipal 
Baths.  He  said  at  the  opening  ceremony,  “I  would  like  to 
congratulate  the  town  on  the  fine  baths  and  to  add  my 

measure  of  congratulation  to  the  borough  Engineer They 

exemplify  what  should  be  my  message  to  our  country.  We 
want  a fitter  Britain.  I believe  that  there  should  be  a much 
more  systematic  development  of  the  facilities  for  physical 
recreation  and  exercise.” 

Councillor  N.  G.  Silvester,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitation  Committee,  who  presided  stated  that  the 
approximate  cost  would  be  about  £18,250  and  that  a first  class 
water  purification  plant  had  been  installed  which  would 
ensure  clean  water  at  all  times,  the  whole  of  the  water  in  the 
bath  being  filtered  every  four  hours.  The  building  had  also 
been  planned  for  use  as  a public  hall. 

SCHOOLS. 

One  elementary  school  is  about  to  be  closed  and  will  be 
replaced  by  the  new  senior  school  just  being  finished. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  are  satisfactory. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  frequent  visits  were  made 
to  the  schools  during  the  epidemic  prevalence  of  diphtheria. 
No  school  closure  took  place,  in  a few  instances  exclusion  of 
individual  scholars  was  advised.

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As  in  former  years  the  various  duties  which  are  aptly 
designated  by  the  single  word  “Housing”  continue  to  engage 
the  greater  portion  of  your  Inspectors’  time.  An  attempt  has 
been  made  to  implement  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  and 
lie-conditioning  Programme  of  1934  as  fast  as  was  reasonably 
practicable  having  regard  to  the  rate  at  which  the  new  houses 
foi  displaced  tenants  were  being  erected  and  the  difficulties 
in  obtaining  suitable  skilled  labour  for  repair  work. 

148  Dwellings  have  been  officially  represented  to  the 
Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  2 houses  owned 
by  the  Corporation  and  included  in  this  number  were  declar- 
ed a Clearance  Area  under  Section  1 of  the  Housing  Act,  1930 
and  demolished.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of 
a further  2 1 houses  and  4 of  this  number  have  been 
demolished.  One  closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of 
the  basement  rooms  of  a house  which  rooms  were  occupied  as 
a separate  dwelling.  A decision  has  not  yet  been  made  with 
regard  to  a group  of  4 houses.  In  all  other  cases  (114)  under- 
takings given  by  the  owners  to  make  the  houses  fit  for  human 
habitation  by  converting  two  “back-to-back”  houses  into  one 
through”  house  where  necessary  and  carrying  out  the 
necessary  repairs  and  improvements,  were  accepted.  20 
houses  have  been  made  fit  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
undertakings  given  but  in  some  cases  the  resulting  houses, 
although  free  from  sanitary  defects,  cannot  be  described  as 
pleasing,  their  original  design  not  lending  itself  to  re-arrange- 
ment without  completely  gutting  and  starting  afresh,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  rooms  are  large  and  of  “awkward” 
shapes,  while  the  staircases  are  without  independent  light  or 
ventilation  and  in  some  cases  are  steep  and  winding.  When 
regard  is  had  to  the  rapidly  rising  standard  of  housing 
throughout  the  country  and  the  probable  future  life  of  the 
houses  even  after  extensive  and  costly  works  of  repair  and 
improvement  have  been  carried  out,  the  wisdom  of  such 
expenditure,  is  highly  questionable,  but  in  view  of  the  many 
adverse  decisions  given  by  the  County  Court  Judges  when 
Local  Authorities  have  contended  that  schemes  propounded 
by  owners  could  not  be  carried  out  at  a reasonable  expense, 
the  Council  cannot  do  otherwise  than  accept  suitable  under- 
takings even  when  the  owner’s  chance  of  recouping  himself 
look  very  remote. 

Systematic  inspection  of  dwelling-houses  for  defects  has. 
been  carried  out  in  part  of  the  South  Ward  and  a good  deal 
of  useful  repair  work  and  improvement  has  in  consequence 
been  carried  out  in  the  Don  Street  and  Couper  Street  Area. 

It  should  be  noted  however,  that  apart  from  the  provision  of 
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sinks  and  an  internal  water  supply  and  the  conversion  of  pail 
closets  to  water  closets  of  which  the  Local  Authority  bears 
part  of  the  cost,  the  repairs  carried  out  are  purely  of  a main- 
tenance character,  such  as  would  be  carried  out  in  well- 
managed  property  without  the  intervention  of  the  local 
authority.  I often  wish  and  am  constantly  advocating  that 
owners  of  cottage  property  should  set  aside  1/-  per  week  per 
house  into  a maintenance  fund.  This  is  a small  sum  but  at 
the  end  of  each  four  years  there  would  be  £10  per  house 
available  to  paint  external  woodwork  and*  carry  out  the 
repairs  rendered  necessary  by  that  deterioration  common  to 
all  products  of  man’s  labour.  It  is  not  sufficiently  appreciated 
that  houses  are  wasting  assets  and  that  there  comes  a time,  as 
in  the  case  of  a motor  car,  when  to  spend  further  money  on 
repair  is  uneconomic. 

In  addition  to  systematic  inspection,  many  houses  have 
been  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers,  notices  served 
and  the  necessary  works  of  repair  carried  out. 

During  the  year  57  families  affected  by  formal  procedure 
of  the  Local  Authoritv  under  the  Housing  Acts  have  been  re- 
housed  in  42  newly  erected  houses  on  the  Maltkiln  Site  and  15 
on  the  Morley  Street  Site.  Many  of  these  families  have  been 
living  in  bug-infested  areas  and  it  was  thought  ncessary  to 
take  special  precautions  before  re-housing  them. 

The  tenants  were  encouraged  to  cleanse  thoroughly  all 
furniture  and  effects  before  removal  and  in  addition  their 
entire  belongings  were  subjected  to  fumigation  with  Hydro- 
cyanic Acid  Gas  by  a firm  of  Contractors  who  also  removed 
the  belongings  to  the  new  house.  Sufficient  time  has  not 
elapsed  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  final  success  of  this  treat- 
ment but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  prove  100  per  cent,  successful 
and  that  no  infestation  of  Council  property  will  take  place.

REPORT  ON  OVERCROWDING  SURVEY. 

Part  1,  Section  1 (1)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  laid  upon 
all  local  authorities  the  duty  of  inspecting  their  district  “with 
a view  to  ascertaining  what  dwelling  houses  therein  are 
overcrowded,  and  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  a report  showing  the  result  of  the  inspection  and  the 
number  of  new  houses  required  in  order  to  abate  the  over- 
crowding in  their  district,  and  unless  they  are  satisfied  that 
the  required  number  of  new  houses  will  be  otherwise  provided, 
to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  the  pro- 
vision thereof.” 

It  was  decided  that  a preliminary  house  to  house  survey 
of  all  working  class  houses  in  the  Borough  should  be  made  on 
the  lines  indicated  in  Paragraph  16  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
‘Memorandum  B’  on  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  over- 
crowding and  for  this  purpose  four  temporary  clerks  were 
engaged  through  the  agency  of  the  local  Labour  Exchange 
and  the  survey  was  started  on  January  13th,  1936  and  com- 
pleted on  the  8th  February,  in  four  weeks  at  a total  cost  of 
£57  8s,  Od.,  £40  for  wages  and  £17  8s.  Od.  for  stationery.  In 
all  4,903  houses  representing  about  98  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  were  visited.  The  survey 
was  only  intended  to  include  houses  occupied  by  or  of  a type 
suitable  for  occupation  by  persons  of  the  working  classes  but 
as  the  term  ‘working  class  accommodation’  is  very  elastic  it 
was  decided  to  omit  only  those  few  houses  which  common 
sense  ruled  outside  the  scope  of  the  Act.  The  following 
summary  shows  the  extent  and  disposition,  but  not  the 
individual  degree,  of  the  overcrowding  found  in  the  Borough.

The  facts  ascertained  by  the  survey  were  recorded  on 
Form  “C”  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry’s  Circular  and  are 
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printed  as  part  of  the  report.  At  first  sight  these  forms  are 
rather  confusing  but  are  easily  read  if  it  is  borne  in  mind  that 
the  top  horizontal  row  of  figures  represents  houses  of  the  cap- 
acity of  the  figure  at  the  head  of  each  column,  while  the  left 
hand  vertical  column  of  figures  represents  families  of  the  sizes 
indicated  by  the  figures  in  that  column.  It  must  be  explained 
that  in  computing  the  size  of  a family  each  person  over  the 
age  of  ten  years  is  counted  as  1,  while  each  person  below  ten 
years  but  more  than  one  year  of  age  is  counted  as  4 unit, 
while  children  under  one  year  are  not  counted  at  all.  Thus^ 
for  instance,  if  we  look  at  the  first  Form  “C”  which  is  the 
summary  of  all  Wards,  and  take  the  column  which  is  headed 
with  the  figure  5,  and  run  our  finger  down  until  we  come  to 
the  figure  159,  casting  our  eyes  to  the  left  hand  column  we 
find  that  the  figure  3 is  entered  there.  From  this  we  gather 
that  there  are  159  families  in  the  town  each  of  a size  of  3 
units  (which  of  course  may  be  made  up  by  3 persons  over  ten 
years,  or  2 persons  over  ten  years  and  two  under,  or  1 person 
over  ten  years  and  4 under)  living  in  houses  which  are  cap- 
able of  accommodating  families  equal  to  5 units.  Again,  if 
we  wish  to  find  out  how  many  families  there  are  in  the  town 
each  of  8 units  living  in  houses  which  should  only  accommo- 
date five  units  we  consult  the  appropriate  columns  and  find 
that  there  are  four.  The  heavy  stepped  line  which  runs  from 
the  top  left  hand  corner  to  the  bottom  right  hand  corner 
separates  the  uncrowded  families  (which  are  shown  above  the 
line)  from  the  overcrowded  families  which  are  shown  below 
the  line.  Families  “sitting  on  the  steps”  are  just  not  over- 
crowded by  the  narrow  margin  of  a i unit,  and  the  higher  a 
family  stands  above  the  “steps”  the  "greater  is  the  relative 
accommodation  it  possesses.  On  the  other  hand  families  just 
below  the  “steps”  are  overcrowded  by  a half  unit,  and  the 
further  they  are  below  the  “steps”  the  more  serious  does  the 
overcrowding  become.  Of  the  116  houses  found  to  be  over- 
erowded  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Forms  “C”  that 
54  houses  are  overcrowded  by  a i unit.

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At  first  appearance  116  overcrowded  houses  out  of  a 
total  of  4,902  houses  enumerated  seems  a relatively  small 
number,  but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  in  fixing  the  num- 
ber of  persons  who  can  normally  reasonably  sleep  in  a house 
without  that  house  being  overcrowded  the  Act  directs  that 
every  room,  excepting  rooms  not  normally  used  as  living  or 
sleeping  rooms  in  the  District,  shall  be  included  as  rooms  for 
the  purpose  of  computing  the  permitted  number.  In  its 
simplest  form,  this  means  that  so  far  as  Goole  is  concerned 
every  room  in  a house  except  a scullery  or  a bathroom  has  to 
be  included  as  providing  sleeping  accommodation.  Now 
whatever  may  be  the  practice  in  the  Metropolis,  the  practice 
of  sleeping  in  the  livingroom  in  the  West  Riding  is  distinctly 
rare,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  a bed  erected  in  the  room 
normally  dubbed  the  front  room,  but  after  several  years  as  a 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  West  Riding  I cannot  remember  one 
instance  of  seeing  a bed  erected  in  the  livingroom.  In  one  of 
the  first  Circulars  regarding  the  Overcrowding  Provisions  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1935,  the  Minister  of  Health  admitted  that 
the  standard  fixed  was  not  an  ideal  one,  but  the  highest  that 
could  be  fixed  and  enforced.  I suggest  that  a more  accurate 
view  of  the  position  of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough  would  be 
obtained  by  setting  aside  one  room  in  each  house  for  domestic 
purposes  only  (living,  eating,  cooking,  social  intercourse)  and 
then  counting  each  bedroom  as  accommodation  for  two 
persons.  Having  regard  to  the  various  areas  of  rooms  this  is 
but  a clumsy  expedient,  but  a further  examination  of  our 
tables  by  this  method  reveals  that  on  this  standard  a further 
110  houses  would  be  overcrowded  giving  a total  of  225  houses 
overcrowded,  as  follows  : —

The  brighter  side  of  the  picture,  however,  is  revealed  by 
further  examination  of  the  Forms  “C”  which  show  that  by  far 
the  greater  proportion  of  families  in  the  Borough  live  in 
houses  which  are  more  than  adequate  in  so  far  as  accommo- 
dation is  concerned.  Immediately  the  results  of  the  survey 
had  been  reported  to  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Committee 
and  the  Housing  and  Corporate  Property  Committee,  the  fol- 
lowing steps  were  taken  toward  the  amelioration  of  the 


existing  overcrowding  : — 57  houses  are  being  built,  15  in. 
Morley  Street  and  42  on  the  Maltkiln  Site  near  Burlington 
Crescent.  25  of  these  houses  are  being  built  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1930  Housing  Act  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  State  and  had  been  intended  for  re-housing  families  dis- 
placed by  slum  clearance  procedure  but  the  remaining  32 
houses  had  been  intended  to  be  let  at  economic  rents  on  a self- 
supporting  basis  and  were  being  erected  without  financial 
assistance  from  the  State.  In  view  of  the  urgency  of  the 
matter  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
approve  of  these  32  houses  being  used  for  the  re-housing  of 
persons  displaced  by  slum  clearance  procedure  or  for  the  re- 
housing of  overcrowded  families,  with  the  usual  financial 
assistance,  furthermore  that  the  sanction  of  the  Minister 
should  be  sought  for  the  erection  of  a further  18  houses  under 
the  provisions  of  the  1930  Act  and  the  erection  of  another  32 
houses  to  replace  the  original  32  transferred,  these  latter  to 
be  let  at  economic  rents.  To  all  this  the  Ministry  agreed,  the 
first  57  houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied  by  the  per- 
sons to  whom  they  were  allocated  and  the  remaining  50  are 
now  being  erected.  A further  contribution  towards  the 
amelioration  of  overcrowding  is  being  made  by  the  conversion 
of  about  160  back-to-back  houses  into  through  houses,  which 
are  in  the  main  being  let  when  converted  to  large  families,  for 
whom  they  are  well  adapted.  Your  officers  have  lost  no 
opportunity  of  recommending  overcrowded  families  as  ten- 
ants for  these  converted  back-to-back  houses  and  3 cases  of 
overcrowding  have  been  abated  in  this  manner.  Of  the 
original  116  cases  of  overcrowding  revealed  by  the  survey  28 
families  have  found  suitable  alternative  accommodation,  13 
families  having  been  rehoused  by  the  Council,  3 families  have 
been  accommodated  in  converted  back-to-back  houses,  8 
families  have  found  suitable  alternative  accommodation  else- 
where and  4 cases  have  been  abated  by  alteration  in  the 
number  of  occupants. 

The  Act  provides  that  every  rent  book  or  similar 
document  in  connection  with  a working  class  dwelling  must 
have  inscribed  in  it  the  permitted  number  of  persons  who  may 
inhabit  that  dwelling  without  causing  it  to  be  overcrowded, 
and  upon  the  application  of  the  owner,  a Local  Authority 
must  supply  the  necessary  information.  Up  to  date  demands 
from  owners  in  respect  of  about  1500  houses  have  been  made 
and  the  detailed  survey  necessary  for  the  computation  of  the 
permitted  numbers  is  now  in  progress  and  the  amount  of 
overcrowding  being  revealed  approximates  very  closely  to 
that  revealed  by  the  preliminary  enumeration.  The  Minister 
of  Health  has  by  an  order  fixed  July  1st,  1937,  as  the 


“Appointed  day”  for  Goole  after  which  date,  with  certain 
saving  provisions  overcrowding  becomes  a punishable  offence. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  the  criticism 
frequently  levelled  at  it  is  the  lowness  of  the  overcrowding 
standard  and  this  is  undeniable,  but  it  must  be  remembered 
with  thankfulness  that  we  now  have  a definite  legal  standard 
for  overcrowding,  which  we  did  not  before  possess,  and  that 
the  wise  and  sympathetic  application  of  this  standard  will  do 
much  to  ameliorate  conditions  which  can  only  be  regarded 
with  dissatisfaction.

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936,  which 
revokes  the  Orders  of  1923  and  1934,  came  into  operation  on 
1st  June,  1936,  and  prescribes  the  following  designations  and 
standards  for  milk  : —

For  ordinary  (undesignated)  milk  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  has  prescribed  the  following  standards  : — 
Bacterial  Count  not  to  exceed  300,000  organisms  per  millilitre 
and  no  coliform  organisms  in  1/1000  millilitre. 

During  the  year  125  samples  of  milk  have  been  purchased 
from  retailers  in  the  Borough  and  submitted  to  the  West 
Riding  County  Bacteriologist  for  examination.  Of  these,  19 
consisted  of  5 groups  of  samples  from  producers  supplying  a 
local  society  who  are  pasteurisers  on  a fairly  large  scale,  and 
these  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  only. 
In  four  groups  of  samples  the  examination  proved  negative, 
while  in  the  remaining  group  some  of  the  guinea  pigs  died  too 
early  for  a proper  result  to  be  obtained  and  slaughter  of  the 
remaining  guinea  pigs  showed  the  presence  of  tuberculosis. 
The  farm  in  question  is  situated  in  the  East  Riding  and 
further  investigations  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council 
Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Staff  proved  negative  and  the 
investigations  were  closed. 

A further  group  of  16  samples  was  designated  milk  and 
of  this  group  11  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory  and  5 as

unsatisfactory  ; 4 being  rejected  because  of  the  presence  of 
Coliform  Organisms  and  1 for  exceeding  the  prescribed 
Bacterial  Count,  as  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

One  sample  of  Accredited  milk  and  one  sample  of 
Pasteurised  milk  were  reported  as  Tuberculous.  The  usual 
investigations  were  made  by  the  County  Veterinary  Officers 
but  proved  negative  and  the  investigations  were  closed.  With 
regard  to  2 samples  of  Pasteurised  milk,  the  report  stated  that 
the  Phosphatase  Test  revealed  inefficient  pasteurisation. 
Negotiations  are  taking  place  with  the  producers  concerned 
regarding  suggested  improvement  to  the  plant.  The  remain- 
ing^ 90  samples  were  undesignated  milks  and  were  from  27 
different  producers,  45  being  reported  as  satisfactory  and  45 
as  unsatisfactory,  of  which  23  samples  had  less  than  30,000 
organisms  with  B.  Coli  absent  (equal  to  the  bacterial  standard 
for  Certified  Milk),  9 samples  had  a bacterial  count  of  more 
than  30,000  per  c.c.  but  less  than  200,000,  with  B.  Coli  absent 
(equal  to  the  bacteriological  standard  for  Grade  “A”  milk), 
while  3 samples  had  a bacterial  count  of  more  than  200,000 
but  less  than  the  standard  of  300,000  of  the  County  Council 
with  B.  Coli  absent,  and  40  samples  in  all  did  not  show  the 
presence  of  B.  Coli.  The  following  table  shows  the

Nine  of  the  above  samples  were  reported  as  Tuberculous 
and  in  two  cases  the  affected  cows  were  found  and  destroyed, 
the  post-mortem  examinations  revealing  advanced  tuberculo- 
sis. In  the  seven  other  eases  the  investigations  proved  nega- 
tive and  were  closed.  The  first  complete  year  during  which 
samples  were  taken  was  1933  and  when  the  results  of  the 
samples  taken  during  1936  are  compared  with  the  results  of 
those  taken  during  1933,  it  will  be  seen  that  an  improvement 
has  taken  place  in  the  quality  of  the  milk  coming  into  the 
Borough,  for  whereas  in  1933  only  23  per  cent,  of  the  samples 
were  classed  as  satisfactory,  this  year  52.8  per  cent,  are  satis- 
factory. But  as  almost  the  same  proportion  of  samples  were 
classed  as  satisfactory  both  in  1935  and  1934,  it  would  appear 
that  instead  of  steadily  progressing,  we  have  attained  a 
certain  standard  and  are  merely  marking  time  which  I 
believe  to  be  due  to  (a)  carelessness  or  ignorance  of  proper 
methods  of  handling  milk  among  a small  number  of  retailers 
or  their  producers.  This  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  23  out  of  45  unsatisfactory  samples  of  ordinary  milk 
came  from  4 producers,  who  alternatively  only  provided  10 
of  the  satisfactory  samples,  (b)  The  almost  impossible  task, 
even  with  the  most  ardent  desire  on  the  part  of  the  dairymen, 
to  provide  consistently  satisfactory  milk  without  proper  fac- 
ilities for  the  cleansing  and  storage  of  all  utensils.  It  is  an 
axiom  in  modern  dairy  practice  that  the  most  meticulous 
cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  utensils  is  necessary  to  obtain 
consistently  satisfactory  bacteriological  reports,  yet  one- 
quarter  of  the  milk  retailers  in  the  Borough  have  not  even  a 
dairy,  much  less  the  facilities  necessary  for  their  trade. 
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It  has  been  explained  before  that  almost  every  drop  of 
mi  v consumed  in  the  Borough  is  produced  in  the  surrounding 
mrai  districts  and  that  our  authority  has  no  control  over  the 
sources  of  production,  but  with  regard  to  retailers  who  are 
domiciled  m the  Borough  the  position  is  different  and  it  does, 
not  appear  too  much  to  ask  of  a man  engaged  in  the  milk 
tiade  that  he  should  provide  a suitable  place  which  need  not 
be  large  or  elaborate,  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing 
and  storing  utensils  and  the  bottling  and  storage  of  milk. 
The  minimum  requirements  for  such  a dairy  should  be  that 
n is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  so  constructed  that  it  can  be 
swilled  out  daily,  have  a good  sink  and  an  ample  supply  of 
hot  and  cold  water,  and  be  adequately  protected  from  dust. 
The  matter  is  one  which  merits  the  attention  of  the  Council.' 
In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  Committee  and  your  Sanitary  Inspector  attended 
a Meeting  of  the  local  milk  retailers  where  the  Chairman 
explained  the  Councifs  desire  to  see  an  improvement  in  the 
cleanliness  of  the  milk  coming  into  the  town  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  gave  an  address  on  methods  of  production  and 
handling  of  milk.  It  was  felt  that  this  Meeting  had  done 
something  to  establish  a feeling  of  mutual  interest  between 
the  milk  retailers  and  the  Council.  When  an  adverse  report 
is  given  on  a milk  sample  the  retailer  and  producer  concerned 
are  written  to  by  your  Inspector  and  in  many  cases  if  the 
retailer  lives  within  the  Borough  he  is  visited  and  advice 
given  as  to  proper  methods  of  storing  milk  and  cleansing 
utensils.  In  October  a circular  letter  was  sent  to  every  person 
retailing  milk  in  the  Borough  pointing  out  that  only  meticu- 
lous pare  would  give  consistently  satisfactory  results,  and 
explaining  in  detail  proper  methods  of  handling  and  storing 
milk  and  the  efficient  cleansing  of  utensils.  Many  retailers 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  information  contained 
therein  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  good  will  result. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  OLDER,  1936. 

One  local  society  holds  a license  to  pasteurise  and  sell 
milk  as  pasteurised.  Two  supplementary  licenses  to  retail 
“Accredited”  milk  in  the  Borough  have  been  issued  to  pro- 
ducers whose  premises  are  in  the  East  Riding  and  whose 
licenses  to  produce  “Accredited”  milk  are  issued  by  the  East 
Riding  County  Council.

Dairy  herds  are  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Staff  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  no  action  has  been  found 
necessary  this  year.  One  application  to  be  registered  as  a 
cowkeeper  was  granted  after  the  building  which  it  was  pro- 
posed to  use  as  a cowshed  had  been  reconstructed  to  the  satis- 
faction of  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  At  another  farm  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fold  yard  beside  the  cowshed 
had  been  the  subject  of  criticism  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  after  some  negotiation  the  owners  concreted  the 
surface  of  about  half  of  the  fold  yard  and  manure  is  now 
stored  at  a greater  distance  from  the  cowshed. 

At  another  farm  your  Inspector  is  still  in  negotiation 
with  the  owners  regarding  the  reconstruction  of  the  cowshed. 
One  application  to  use  premises  as  a diary  was  received  and 
granted,  the  premises  being  new  and  satisfactory.  Another 
application  was  received  but  permission  was  deferred  until 
the  proposed  premises  had  been  rendered  fit  for  use  as  a 
dairy.  During  the  year  43  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  MILK. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  is 
administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  your 
Inspector  is  empowered  to  take  samples  of  milk.  During  the 
year  54  samples  were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  and  of  these  samples  50  were  reported  as  genuine, 
although  5 contained  the  minimum  permissible  quantity  of 
fat,  3 samples  were  broken  in  transit,  and  one  sample  was 
stated  “to  have  been  deprived  of  a portion  of  its  natural  fat 
by  skimming  or  other  treatment”  and  the  vendor  was 
cautioned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  following  food  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  owners

The  greater  part  of  the  fresh  meat  consumed  in([^  he 
Borough  is  slaughtered  and  dressed  in  the  Public  Abattoir, 
where  inspection  can  be  carried  out  with  expedition  and 
thoroughness.  No  routine  ante-mortem  inspection  takes  place 
but  the  Cattle  Market  and  Abattoir  are  under  the  supervision 
of  an  experienced  and  zealous  superindendent.  The  Abattoir 
is  visited  twice  daily  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  at  other 
times  as  required,  and  the  method  of  inspection  and  standard 
of  judgment  is  that  set  out  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memor- 
andum 62/  Poods.  The  class  of  animals  slaughtered  is 
generally  high,  the  Butchers’  Association  runs  a mutual 
insurance  scheme  for  compensating  owners  of  condemned 
meat,  and  the  relations  between  those  using  the  abattoir  and 
the  officials  are  amicable. 

Except  for  a horse  slaughterhouse  where  horse  flesh  is 
dressed  for  export,  there  ar  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough.  The  chief  cause  of  condemnation  was  tuberculosis. 
The  following  animals  were  slaughtered  and  dressed  in  the 
Abattoir  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1936  : —

The  following  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and 
stored  for  sale  have  been  kept  under  supervision  : — 

(1)  Butchers’  Premises — 13  visits  have  been  made  to 
premises  occupied  as  butchers  shops.  The  standard  of  clean- 
iness  maintained  is  generally  high.  In  one  case  the  walls  of 
a large  preparation  room  were  found  difficult  to  maintain 
clean  and  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Inspector  the  owner  had 
the  walls  tiled  all  round  to  a height  of  4’  6”  above  the  floor. 

(2)  Bakehouses — 41  visits  have  been  , made  to  the  5 
factory  bakehouses  and  17  workshop  bakehouses  known  to  be 
in  existence  in  the  Borough.  The  premises  are  generally  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used  and  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  is  generally  high.  At  the 
request  of  your  Inspector  the  following  works  have  been 
carried  out  : — 

(a)  Bakehouses  lime  washed — 2. 

(b)  Ashbins  provided — 1. 

(c)  Dilapidated  sanitary  accommodation  repaired — 1. 

(d)  Windows  made  to  open — 1. 

(e)  Pailclosets  converted  to  water  closets — 3. 

(f)  Tiled  floor  re-paved — 1. 

(g)  Sanitary  accommodation  lime  washed — 2. 

(h)  Ventilation  improved — 1. 
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(3)  Fried  Fish  Shops — 63  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
34  Fried  Fish  Shops  in  the  Borough.  Many  of  the  premises 
are  by  reason  of  structure,  situation  and  design  not  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose  but  in  almost  every  case  a very  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.  At  the  suggestion  of 
your  Inspector  the  following  works  have  been  carried  out  : — 

(a)  Preparation  rooms  re-built — 1. 

(b)  Preparation  rooms  re-conditioned — 1. 

(c)  New  preparation  rooms— 1. 

(d)  Preparation  rooms  lime  washed — 2. 

(e)  Yards  paved — 1. 

(f)  Pail  closets  converted  to  water  closets — 4. 

(g)  Refuse  bins  provided — 1. 

There  is  still  one  fried  fish  shop  where  the  sanitary 
accommodation  is  a pail  closet. 

(4)  Market — 16  visits  have  been  made  to  the  market  and 
no  fault  has  been  found  with  any  article  of  food  exhibited  for 
sale  there.  One  butcher  and  one  bacon  merchant  occupy 
stalls  which  are  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

(5)  Ice  cream — 6 visits  were  made  during  the  season  to 
premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  and  the  conditions 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  administers  the  various 
enactments  relating  to  the  “nature,  substance  and  quality”  of 
foods  and  drugs  but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  empowered  to 
take  samples  for  analysis,  the  County  Council  bearing  the 
cost  of  analysis.  During  the  year  54  samples  of  milk  and  1 
sample  of  cream  have  been  taken  (See  Section  (a)  above). 

(d)  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 

OF  FOOD. 

Chemical  analyses  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst,  F.  W. 
Richardson,  Hustlergate,  Bradford.  Bacteriological  examin- 
ations are  made  in  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Labora- 
tory, County  Hall,  Wakefield  (See  Section  (a)  above). 

(e)  NUTRITION. 

(Dr.  Melhuish’s  Lectures). 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  J.  Melhuish  for  a series  of 
lectures  given  to  Nurses  and  to  the  Parents  Association  which 
were  much  enjoyed.  After  each  lecture  opportunity  was 
given  for  questions  and  discussions  on  subjects  such  as  the 
relative  values  of  the  common  foods,  etc. 


(f)  SHELL-FISH  (Molluscan). 

(1)  There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  or  layings  in  the  district 
but  every  week  during  the  season  large  quantities  of  mussels 
and  cockles  imported  from  Holland  are  discharged  at  the 
Goole  docks  where  they  are  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  who  is  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Hull 
and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority.  Mussels  comprising  240 
bags  were  condemned  as  unfit  because  of  decomposition  due 
to  the  ship  having  been  delayed  by  gales. 

THE  ANT  NUISANCE. 

A writer  in  the  Sanitary  Record  says  that  if  Ants  are 
watched  carefully  it  will  be  seen  that  they  move  in  two 
columns  of  route,  one  going  to  a food  cache  and  the  other 
returning  with  food.  A sprinkling  of  an  oil  base  insecticide 
along  these  columns  of  route  is  very  effective  but  the  only 
radical  cure  is  to  locate  the  colony  and  destroy  it.  This  may 
be  done  by  tracing  the  return  route.  On  the  location  of  the 
colony  it  should  be  pierced  with  a stick  and  a quantity  of 
lightoil  (Kerosene  and  Petrol)  poured  in  until  the  colony  is 
soaked.  This  will  take  from  half  to  one  gallon.  The  killing 
of  the  foraging  Ants  has  very  little,  if  any  effect  in  abating 
the  nuisance  : the  better  plan  is  to  isolate  the  food  stuffs  by 
placing  them  on  shelves  stood  on  short  feet  which  in  turn,, 
stand  in  a pool  of  light  oil.

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal 
epidemic  or  Zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet 
^ ever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  and  Diarrhoea 
was  13,  or  0.65  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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GENERAL. 

Continuing  my  report  upon  the  epidemic  of  Diphtheria 
which  was  prevalent  at  the  end  of  1935 ; cases  continued  till 
the  end  of  March  1936.  Afterwards  a sharp  outbreak 
occurred  in  October,  one  child  dying'  before  the  disease  was 
recognised.  In  this  family  there  were  4 children  and  the 
only  one  who  escaped  had  been  immunised.  The  outbreak 
took  place  amongst  the  children  attending  a particular  school 
which  had  previously  been  exempt. 

15  swabs  were  taken  from  children  in  actual  attendance 
at  school,  all  of  which  proved  negative.  All  contacts  were 
follow  ed  up  and  the  schools  fumigated.  After  16  days  no 
further  cases  were  notified  from  this  neighbourhood  which 
is  one  of  the  poorest  parts  of  the  town. 

Altogether  104  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  year  with  6 deaths. 

Parents  cannot  be.  persuaded  to  have  their  children 
immunised  unless  an  epidemic  be  present  in  their  midst.  A 
second  instance  of  sudden  death  from  diphtheria  was  that  of 
a child  visiting  its  grandparents  in  Go-ole,  returning  home 
and  being  found  dead  in  bed  next  morning  without  having 
received  medical  attention.  Those  of  us  who  are  behind  the 
scenes  and  know  these  things  recommend  that  all  children 
should  receive  protection  from  such  a killing  disease  but  in 
spite  of  circulars,  lectures,  etc.,  and  ample  facilities  only  175 
children  in  the  town  were  immunised  during  the  year. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  (93)  a smaller  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  (33). 

A notification  of  Anthrax  was  received  from  the  Leeds 
Infirmary  the  patient  being  a housewife  aged  43  years.  We 
traced. the  source  of  infection  to  a hearth  brush,  the  County 
Bacteriologist  reporting  that  uthe  guinea-pig  inoculated  with 
the  above  specimen  was  killed  and  on  post  mortem  examina- 
tion B.  Anthracis  was  found  in  the  spleen  and  heart's  blood  ” 
The  Ministry  of  Health  and  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  were 
duly  notified. 

The  particular  consignment  of  brushes  was  withdrawn 
from  sale  and  other  precautions  taken.  The  patient  recovered. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
Chicken  pox  amongst  the  children  attending  the  Old  Goole 
Schools. 

Mumps  were  prevalent  during  the  months  of  June  and  July... 
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In  the  middle  of  October  there  was  an  explosive  outbid  „k 
of  Measles  which  had  been  anticipated  for  more  than  a year. 
Although  we  had  cognizance  of  383  cases — obtained  mainly 
from  the  School  Attendance  Officer — only  3 deaths  were 
registered  as  caused  by  Measles. 

One  death  was  certified  as  summer  diarrhoea  occurring  in 
a delicate  baby  born  to  an  eclamptic  mother. 

Only  four  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  although  6 
deaths  were  registered,  compared  with  11  in  1935.  The 
absence  of  influenza  explains  the  small  number. 

No  facilities  are  provided  by  the  local  authority  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  but  these  are  available  at 
the  local  surgical  hospital  which  is  a voluntary  one. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  the  disease  (15  males  and  14 
females)  compared  with  32  in  the  previous  year.  Grouped 
according  to  age  periods,  1 death  occurred  at  36,  15  between 
45  and  64  years,  and  13  at  65  years  and  upwards.

During  the  year  16  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  5 new  cases  of  other  forms  of  the  disease  were  notified, 
giving  a total  of  21  cases  of  all  forms  compared  with  30  and  8 
for  1935. 


There  were  19  deaths  from  the  respiratory  and  4 from  the 
non-respiratory  forms  of  the  disease,  making  a total  death  rate 
of  1.1  per  1,000  persons  living  and  0.9  from  the  respiratory 
form. 
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®These  figures  compare  with  0.9  and  0.7  in  1935. 

The  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  England 
and  Wales  during  1936  was  0.58. 

Two  deaths  which  had  not  been  notified  were  registered 
as  caused  by  tuberculosis.  Apart  from  this  notification  was 
efficient. 

There  was  no  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  notified.
